Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  herewith  my  second  Annual  Report  cf 
the  Health  of  the  District.  The  Report  deals  specifically 
with  the  year  ending  December  51,  1925,  but  is  a  survey 
report  also,  for  the  years  1921-22-25-24-25. 

EXTENT:  The  Rural  district  of  Patrington  comprising  26 
parishes,  with  a  total  acreage  of  61,250,  is  situated 
in  Holderness  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  It  is 
roughly  triangular  in  shape  and  is  bounded  on  the 
South  and  East  by  the  River  Humber  and  the  North  Sea,  and 
on  the  North  and  North  West  by  the  rural  districts  cf 
Skirlaugh  and  Sculcoates  and  the  Borough  of  Hedon. 

It  constitutes  the  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Patrington 
Poor  lav/  Union,  less  that  of  the  Withernsea  Urban  District. 

FEATURES:  The  contour  of  the  area  is  very  flat,  the 
highest  point  being  the  site  of  the  wat er  tower  in  the 
parish  of  Rimswell. 

INDUSTRIES:  The  industries  of  the  district  are  almost 
entirely  agricultural,  the  chief  occupation  is  farming; 
the  social  conditions  are  those  peculiar  to  this  class 
of  worker. 

During  the  past  five  years  an  increasing  number  of  artisans 
and  clerks  working  in  the  neighbouring  city  of  Hull  are 
making  their  residence  in  Patrington. 

POPULATION:  The  total  population  of  the  whole  area,  estimated 
at  7 .600 1  has  been  stationary  for  the  past  five  years. 

The  parishes  are  very  thinly  populated,  only  some  half-dozen 
having  a  population  of  over  400. 

Birth-rate:  The  number  of  births  has  been  156  for  the  year 
1925:  5  of  these  were  illegitimate,  making  a  proportion  ov 
of  1  in  52  (  of:  1924  :-  1  in  22  ;  1921-25:  -  1  in  22.5  ) 
The  birth-rate  is  20.5  per  1,000,  showing  no  variation  from 
the  preceding  year.  The  average  birth-rate  of  this  district 
for  the  quinquenium  under  survey  is  20.5  ( cf :  1925  birthrate 
for  England  and  Y/ales,  18.6  (County  Boroughs),  19.4  (great 
t  owns  )

Vaccination:  169  children  were  successfully  vaccinated,  and 

23  obtained  exemption.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  this 
district  there  have  not  been  many  parents  who  do  not  believe 
in  the  value  of  vaccination.  Most  of  them  understand  that 
vaccination  offers  a  life  long  safeguard  against  death  from 
one  dread  disease-  small -pox,  and  that  the  disadvantages  are 
negligle  in  the  case  of  the  child,  and  comparatively  trifling 
for  the  mother:,-  in  effect,  two  or  three  probable  wakeful 
nights,  as  against  a  possible  disfigurement  for  life,  or  even 
death,  for  her  child. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  great  deal  of  entirely 
unnecessary  expense  would  be  saved  to  the  nation  if  no 
exemptions  were  allowed.  It  would  not  then  be  necessary  to  keep 
up  smallpox  hospitals  all  over  the  country,  and  the  money  thus

DEATH  RATE:  During  the  year,  89  people  died  m  the  district, 

44  males  and  45  females.

Hate:  The  death-rate  from  all  oauscs  is  11. V  per  1000. 
This  compares  favourably  with  the  death-rate  last  year  of 
14.4  and  the  average  for  192  0-25,  <-12,  per  1000. 


Infant  Mortality:  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year 
was  10,  giving  a  rate  of  64  per  1000  births,  (cf:  Deathrate 

1924,  110.5  and  for  the  whole  country,  75) 

Average  age:  The  average  age  at  death  was  57  for  males,  an 
59  for  females,  but,  excluding  deaths  under  one  year  deaths 
from  tuberculosis,  and  accidents,  the  average  age  is  68  for 
males,  and  64  for  females. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Hospitals  provided  by  the  County  Council: 


Raywell  Sanatorium^  All  oases  of  tuberculosis  can,  if 

desired  be  admitted  into  this  sanatorium., 
aesirea,  —  +, 0  the  distance  away. 


Cottingham  Maternity  Hospital:  Owing  to 
few  cases  are  sent  nere  from  this  area. 

Fever  Hospital  Driffield.  Again,  the  distance  away  makes  it 
impracticable  to  send  cases  from  this  centre  to  this  hospital. 
County  Smallpox  Hospital:  This  hospital  was  used  last  year 
during  the  slight  outbreak  of  small  pox  at  Y/ithornseu .  . 

None  of  these  hospitals  are  within  the  area  of  uhe  Patrmgt  n 

Remarks:  There  i s  no  separate  institutional  provision  for 
unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children 
in  the  area,  but  the  Patrington  Poor  Law  Infirmary  is  always 
available  for  the  accommodation  for  such  persons. 


There  are  no  ambulance  facilities  in  the  area,  . 
nor  are  there  any  clinics  or  Treatment  Centres.  Each  medical 
practitioner  carries  out  these  duties  m  his  own  practice 
as  far  as  possible,. 


There  is  no  provision  made  for  professional  nursing 
in  the  hone,  but  many  of  the  families  in  the  area  mate  use  of 
the  Lady  Margaret  Association  whereby  Home  Helps  are 
available  to  members  at  a  very  moderate  cost.. 


Th^re  ore  no  Midwives  practising  in  the  area;  the 
docters  in  each  parish  attend  to  their  own_cases.  The 
total  number  of  maternity  cases  is  '

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES :

from  the  waterworks  of  the  Borough  of  Hull,  and  the 
appended  table  shows  the  number  of  consumers.

In  addition  two  new  wells  have  been  sunk,  and  water  certificates 
granted  in  each  case.  Nearly  one-sixth  of  the  inhabited  houses 
are  now  supplied  with  potable  water  from  the  Hull  water-works . 
All  the  improvement  has  taken  place  since  the  war ,  and  measures 
to  increase  the  number  of  houses  so  supplied,  are  actively 
maintained.  At  Winestead,  water  from  a  well  is  pumped  by  a 
windmill  to  a  gravity  tank  from  which  it  is  piped  to  most  of  the 
houses  in  the  village.  The  rest  of  the  district  is  supplied  from 
shallow  wells,  the  water  in  most  cases  having  to  be  carried  to 
the  houses.  From  time  to  time,  or  when  special  circumstances 
arise,  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the  sanitary  inspector  for 
analysis,  and  wh en  advisable  the  water  supply  is  changed  to  come 
from  the  Hull  water  works. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE:  The  parish  of  Patringt on.  is  the  only  one 
in  the  district  provided  with  a  completely  distributed  system  of 
piped  sewers,  and  with  sewage  disposal  works .  The  sewers  and 
disposal  works  were  constructed  in  1878,  a  loan  of  £2,000  being 
sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the  purposes.  From 
time  to  time  during  the  past  fuve  years  the  attention  of  the 
District  Council  has  been  drawn  to  the  urgent  need  of  repairs 
to  the  present  works. 

In  all  other  larger  villages,  the  sewage  is 
discharged  into  open  sewers. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION:  Approximately  60 $  of  the  houses  are 
provided  with  pan  closets,  40$  privy.  There  are  a  few  water 
closets,  perhaps  10$,  but  whenever  practicable  conversion 
to  waterclosets  is  being  made.  All  new  houses  in  Patrington 
are  connected  with  the  sewers,  and  Hull  Water  Supply,  and  water 
closets  are  provided. 

SCAVENGING :  No  system  of  scavanging  is  provided  in  the 

district.  In  the  larger  villages  this  is  a  very  necessary 
measure,  and  has  been  pressed  in  previous  reports. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 


Housing:  The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  for 
housing  defects  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts,  was  78. 
23  were  inspected  and  recorded  under  the  1910  regulations  Four 
were  found  to  be  dangerously  unfit,  and  four  not  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.  One  house  was  made  fit 

in  consequence  of  informal  action  by  the  local  authority. 
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Contd :  - 

Proceeding  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  44  notices  requiring 
defects  to  be  remedied  were  served;  of  these,  the  owners 
remedied  35*  One  representation  was  made  with  a  view  tc  the 
making  of  a  closing  order.  Two  houses  were  disinfected  aSter;. 
ordinary  infectious  disease,  and  three  aft  or  phthisis.  Two 
dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded . 

Ton  privies  were  inspected,  one  was  converted  to  a  pail 
closet ^  and  one  to  a  water  closet.  There  are  throe  knackers1 
yards  in  the  district,  and  these  offensive  trades  v/ere  inspected 
at  frequent  intervals.  There  are  no  other  offensive  trades. 

30  nuisances  v/ere  complained  of,  and  found,  and  of  these  27 
have  been  abated. 

Housing  statistics  for  1925:  Ten  new  houses  were  erected,  all  by 
private  enterprise.  Home  of  these  are  labouring -working -class 
houses.  The  Building  Bye  Laws  have  been  complied  with. 

Remarks  on  Housing:  Most  of  the  working  class  dwellings  are' 
old,  some  houses  are  of  a  very  poor  type,  and  damp.  Many  back  v 
yarns  are  unpaved,  or  defectively  paved.  More  attention  to  the 
surroundings  of  premises  is  needed,  especially  in  view  cf  the 
close  proximity  of  the  wells  to  houses.  The  best  type  of  working 
class  houses  are  to  be  seen  on  the  Cro wn  Settlement,  Patrington, 
with  one  or  two  striking  exceptions  in  Patrington.  Most  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  are  occupied,  but  in  the  villages  there 
is  a  great  need  of  modern  building,  which  is  eagerly  sought 
after.  In  Patrington  itself,  there  are  still  some  houses 
without  a  back  way ,  coals,  refuse,  etc.  having  to  bo  passed 
through  the  living  room.  Unfortunately,  the  position  is  such 
that  improvements  cannot  bo  made  to  produce  an  economic  rental, 
and  no  other  houses  can  bo  found  for  the  present  tenants.  Two 
instances,  as  already  noted,  of  moderate  overcrowding  were 
found  and  remedied. 

It  is  apparent  that  modern  legislation  has  improved 
housing' conditions  in  towns  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  in  the 
country,  and  this  is,  up  to  a  point,  as  it  should  be.  The  moot 
point  is  whether  the  town  child  has  not  now  outstripped  its 
country  cousin  in  healthiness  and  virility. 

School  Buildings;  Ho  alterations  have  been  found  necessary. 
Inspection  md  Supervision  of  Pood:  There  are  9  registered 
slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  The  meat  is  inspected  at 
frequent  intervals  of  varying  intermission,  by  the  sanitary 
Inspector,  who  holds  the  Meat  Inspection  certificate. 

lUEECIIOUS  DISEASES:  Prevalence  and  Control  over:- 

The  district  has  been  singularly  free  from  infectious  diseases, 
the  sparseness  of  the  population  probably  accounting  for  this 
fact.  The  free  supply  and  prompt  use  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin 
is  now  invariably  the  rule.
